As noted in the Petition Decision mailed to applicant's on 2/28/06, applicant's petition, 
filed February 21, 2006, under 37 CFR 1.313(c)(2) to withdraw this application from issue after 
payment of the issue fee has been granted. 

A request for continued examination (RCE) under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action 
under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 2/21/06 has been entered. Applicant's information 
disclosure statement, filed concurrently with the RCE on 2/21/06 has also been entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

An initialed copy of the information disclosure statement filed 2/21/06 is attached to this 
office action. However, please note that while references AAC and AAD have been initialed by 
the examiner as having been considered based on the explanation in English of the relevance of 
these foreign language documents, reference AAB has been lined through as it does not comply 
with 37 CFR 1 .98 and thus has not been considered. 

The information disclosure statement filed 2/21/06 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; each non-patent 
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literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that 
portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the application file, but the information 
referred to therein has not been considered with respect to reference AAB. 

Specifically, reference AAB, identified as Medline Database Search Results, fails to 
comply with 37 CFR 1.98 (a)(2)(ii). The submission for reference AAB, originally received by 
the office on 12/29/05, consists of a single page of search results which lists 7 references which 
fail to include the author information or the page numbers for any of the five documents cited as 
required by 37 CFR 1.98 (b)(5). Further, the applicant has not provided copies of any of these 7 
references listed in this search results page for consideration by the examiner as required by 37 
CFR 1.98(a)(2)(ii). It is noted that initialed copy of the original IDS filed on 4/12/00, which was 
mailed to the applicant along with the first office action on 10/02/01, crossed through reference 
AAB and indicated that copies of the references had not been provided. Further, the response to 
the 312 amendment mailed to applicants on 2/17/06 clearly indicated that reference AAB did not 
comply with 37 CFR 1.98. Applicant's latest submission on 2/21/06 again fails to place 
reference AAB in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .98. 

The information disclosure statement filed 2/21/06 fails to comply with the provisions of 
37 CFR 1.97, 1.98 and MPEP § 609 for the reasons cited above. It has been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein as reference AAB has not been considered 
as to the merits.
